A SECOND IlEPOKT 


From Dewey Readies Washington 


Afternoon, 


Washington, May 7, 4 p. m.— A second 


dispatch, following the one received this 
morning, has just been received from 
Commodore Dewey, It is dated Cavite, 
May 4, and is as follows: 


"We have taken possession of the naval 


station Cavite and have destroyed the 
fortifications at the entrance to the bay, 
and are patrolling It with a garrison. We 
control the bay of Manila completely and 
cantSke the city at any time. The squad- 
ron is in excellent health and spirits. 
The Spanish loss is not yet fully known 
bnt is very heavy. At least 150 are killed, 
including the captain of the Eeina 
Christina. 


"We are assisting in protecting; the 


Spanish sick and wounded. There are 
250 sick and wounded in the hospital 
•within our lines. There is pmoh excite- 
ment in Manila. We will protect foreign 
residents. 
Signed, 
DEWEY." 


If Washington was aflame with enthu- 


siasm at th* first report from Acting 
Admiral Dewey, words fail to describe 
the enthusiasm following the second re- 
port. Dewey's victory is complete and 
his valor sounded by every tongue. Con- 
gressmen, senators and cabinet officers 
are rejoicing at the magnificent and 
sweeping victory. 


DEWEY'S FIRST REPORT. 


Eleven Spanish Sblps Destroyed. Ma- 


nila at the Mercy of United State*. 


Washington, D. C., May 7—The long 


and anxiously awaited message from Com- 
modore Dewey on the battle at Manila on 
Sunday, and its victorious outcome, was 
received at the navy department at 9.30 
o'clock this morning. The news spread 
like wild fire and in a short time the 
capital was in a blaze of enthusiasm. The 
name of Dewey is on every lip and his 
magnificent achievement in the Philip- 
pine Islands is unstintedly praised. 


The dispatch comes from Manila by the 


way of Hong Kong entirely in cipher 
with the exception of the word Manila. 
It therefore took the department some 
time to translate it. Commodore Dewey 
states that he silenced on Sunday morning 
the batteries of Cavite completely. He 
then cut the cable so as to prevent tbe 
Spaniards who were in control of the tel- 
egraph station, from communicating wifh 
Madrid. 


Soon the bay of Manila and everything 


else was at Dewey's mercy. The war- 
ships of the Spanish were completely de- 
stroyed or snnk by themselves to prevent 
their capture by the United States. 
Dewey has, however, not been able to 
take possession of the city of Manila 
which is 270,000 people, for the lack of 
men. 


As soon as the message from Dewey 


could be translated, Secretary of the 
Navy Long read it to the Associated 
Press. It is as follows: 
/ 


.«• Manila, May 1. —-The squadron ar- 


rived at Manila at daybreak while it was 
storming. We immediately engaged the 
enemy and in short order destroyed the 
following Spanish vessels: Isla do Cuba, 
Reina Christina, Castilia, Don Antonio, 
Tula de TTllon. Dol Juan de Austria and 
Velasco, all cruisers; also the Elosno, 
General Lazo, Marquis del Dnero, gun- 
boats; the Isla de Hindanso an armed 
transport. We destroyed 11 vessels in all. 


"We also destroyed the battery of Fort 


Cavite. The United States squadron waa 
absolutely uninjured. Only a few of our 
men are slightly injured. The only means 
of telegraphing is to the American consul 
at Hong Kong. I shall communicate with 
him. 
Signed, DEWEY" 


Secretary Long immediate]5 called upon 


tbe President and officially announced to 
him the victory at Manila. Mr. MoKin- 
ley was infinitely pleased and conld not 
say enough in praise of Commodore 
Dewey's strategy. Theoityta wild with 
enthusiasm. 
Nothing is too good for 


Dewey. 


By direction of President McKinley, 


Secretary Long s*nt the following cable- 
gram to Dewey: 


"The President in the name of tbe 


American people thanks yon and your 
officers and nj«n for

In recognition of your valor he has ap- 
pointed you acting admiral and will 
recommend a vote of thanks to you by 
congress.

RELEASE OF THE LAFAYETTE 


French Liner Captured Yesterday Had 


Permit To Go Through Blockade. 


Key'West," HayX—So^moo'ore Wat- 


Son last night received orders from 
"Washington to instantly release the 
French mail steazaer, Lafayette, the 
captain o£ which persisted in trying to 
run the blockade and acted so sus- 
piciously when interrogated that it was 
decided to bring his vessel to' this port. 


The capture of the vessel turns out to 


have been an unfortunate_incident, re- 
sulting from a mistake; but no protest 
has been made by the representatives 
of the French government in the,United 
States. 
The officials here declare that 


this will close the affair. 


It appears that before the Lafayette 


sailed for Havana the French legation 
in Washington was instructed to com- 
municate with the state department. 
This was done and permission was 
granted to the 'steamer to enter and 
discharge her passengers and cargo, 
with the understanding that she would 
take on nothing there. Instructions for 
the fulfillment of this agreement were 
sent from Washington to Admiral Samp- 
son's squadron; and it was only learned 
after the capture was made that they 
were never delivered, 


Of the 168 passengers on board the 


Lafayette, 
78 are for Havana, nearly 


all being young Spaniards, who say they 
are gioing to Cuba to engage In mer- 
cantile pursuits. 
When surprise was 


displayed that such was their mission 
at this time, they merely shrugged their 
shoulders and vouchsafed no further ex- 
planation. 


So far as the ship's manifest shows, 


she carries no contraband of war, but 
with such an immense cargo it was im- 
possible to make a thorough inspection. 
Nothing in the way of arms or ammuni- 
tion was found on board. 


^. Oneen Regent Very Anilonn. 


London, May 7.—A Vienna correspon- 


dent says: "The Spanish queen regent 
has again appealed to Emperor FJ ancis 
Joseph to use his influence in favor of 
European intervention. Count Golu- 
chowskl, the Austro-Hungarlan foreign 
minister, has addressed a note to th* 
powers on the subject. I understand 
that but for England's pro-American 
attitude certain European powsrs would 
havs openly sided withl^in before the 
war brok'e out." 


All the reports that reach here from 


trustworthy quartara agree that there 
is no doubt affairs In Spain are hurrying 
rapidly toward a grave crlala. Whatever 
exists, this point appears: the Carliats 
are Increasing the difficulties of the sit- 
uation even to a higher degree than the 
Republicans. Not the slightest faith 
is attached to the assurances of the pre- 
tender that he is setting an exampfe of 
quietness and inactivity. On all hands 
it Is thought here that the next few days 
will bring about events that may change 
the entire situation in the Spanish capi- 
tal. This result is now regarded in- 
evitable In those circles in Vienna which 
are intimate with the Spanish court. 
It is declared, however, that In spite of 
the revolutionary movement which 
seems to spread every hour in Spain, no 
tram nr«» *»ntertafne<J for the personal 
safety of the queen regent or her son; 
nor is it feared that they will be unable, 
when a suitable moment presents itself, 
to leave the country uninjured.

Dr. Emma Merritt, the legal 
guardian of the personal estate of her 
father, removed him in an ambulance 
from the family homestead to her home. 
She waa fiercely resisted by Cla^-a Sutro, 
her sister, who created a wild scene. 


Miss Sutro asserts that Dr. Merritt 


kidnapped her father, who, in his feeble 
state, Is unable to make any resistance. 
Dr. Merritt replies that she simply acted 
for the best interests of her father, and 
that she took him to her home in order 
that he might have more cc-eful treat- 
ment.

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, May 7.—A petition was pre- 


sented in the house yesterday for legis- 
lation for tbe revision of th* laws rela- 
tive to contagious diseases among do- 
mestic animals and the officer* charged 
with the enforcement of th« same. The 
committee on rules reported 
almost 


immediately In favor of suspending the 
rules to admit the petition. A bill waa 
then presented which virtually abolished 
the cattle commission, repealing the acts 
of 1894. The new blil further provides 
that no city or town shall require th* use 
of tuberculin In the examination of cat- 
tle, unless at the request of the owner. 


The lower branch substituted two 


bills relating to the express business for 
the adverse report of the committee on 
railroads. One waa the house bilUQp 
grant to all express companies equal 
privileges on railroads In Massachusetts 
and the other was the house bill relative 
to express business on railroad and 
steamboat lines. 


The committee on Judiciary reported

SJuttPSON'S BATTUE-NEXT, 


News of Victory at Forto Klco Ex. 


pected, Tomorrow. 


Washington, May 7.— Last Sunday me 


BUMS of the American navy echoed 
around the world from the harbor of 
Manila. 
Tomorrow they ought to be 


heard resounding in the harbor of San 
Juan, the principal port of Porto Rico, 
from Admiral Sampson's fleet. This Is 
the expectation of the leading officials 
in the administration who are best post- 
ed as to the purposes of the president. 
Sreat secrecy continues to be observed 
in the navy department, but there is 
no doubt that by Sunday or Monday 
•oma important developments are ex- 
pected. 


The blockade is "being rigidly main- 


tained and our ships cruise perilously 
near the Havana fortifications. One 
incident which has excited remark in 
the navy department waa occasioned by 
the contents of a report received from 
our vessels in the vicinity of Havana. 
The Spanish authorities at that place 
are diligently continuing1 the work of 
defense; tile labor is prosecuted nisht 
and day, and there is abundant evidence, 
without any attempt of concealment, of 
a large expenditure of money in the 
carrying out of well defined and elabor- 
ate plans for adequate defense. 


It is remarked that the navy IE being 


placed in a most dangerous position by 
the failure of our ships to interrupt this 
work of the enemy. The original orders 
sent from Washington prohibited Act- 
ing Admiral Sampson from opening fire 
on the Havana fortifications. This ac- 
tion is not in accordance with the recom- 
Riendation of the naval board of strat- 
egy, which has been in favor of aggres- 
sive action and which believed that it 
was eminently wise to discourage the 
enemy in any attempt to strengthen his 
defense. 


"When Admiral Sampson has been 


neard from I will tell you when we will 
move." 
This was the answer of an 


officer of high rank to a direct Inquiry 
as to the probable date .of departure. 
"I have no more means of knowing wnen 
we shall hear from Sampson," he con- 
tinued, "than you have, but I expect it 
wfll be very soon. But there is no sense 
In talking about leaving until Sampson 
has done his work. We know where the 
Spaniards are; we know they cannot 
get away from us, and we know that we 
Ban get them -whenever we are ready 
to go after them." 


Tlio Burden ef 


Madrid, May 7.— In the congress yes- 


terday Mr. Moret, minister for the col- 
onies, In a speech regarded as the best 
in his political career and repeatedly in- 
terrupted by enthusiastic cheering, in- 
sisted that the throne "occupied briefly 
by a young*and promising monarch and 
afterward by his widow and child must 
not be blamed for the policy of different 
governments." The responsibility ex- 
isted, be declared, as th* burden of all; 
and each should bear his share instead 
of trying to shift the blame to a neigh- 
bor. 
He defended autonomy as "granted 


to Cuba generously under the friendly 
advice of the powers in order to deprive 
the Americans of a pretext' to foment 
discontent and rebellion." Autonomy, 
he maintained, had achieved conciliation 
and improved the economic situation. 
He pointed, as a proof of its success 
above all others, to the "loyal friend- 
ship and assistance of the Cubans in the 
present war againat the United States." 


With regard to the question of unpre- 
pared ness, Moret candidly confessed 
that he had not believed, until the very 
last that war would com*, as he con- 
sidered the Americans were "incapable 
of attacking Spain without the slightest 
cause," but "wnen convinced that the 
United States wan bent upon despoiling 
Spain," then, with the entire cabinet, he 
"seriously prepared to repel an unjust 
attack, purchasing and fitting out war- 
ships and procuring war material Irre- 
spective of coat." 


Seven prominent deputies hs.ve laid 


en the table of the house a motion of 
censure and inquiry, showing that Spain 
spent £9,000,000 tn extraordinary naval 
estimates voted In 1888 and has spent 
about £$,000,000 voted since, without 
adequate results on th* squadron lately 
at Cape Verde. The deputies also want 
to call attention to the reserve fleet to 
which Admiral Camara has lust beep 
appointed and only a few vessels 3fc 
which are anything Ilk* ready.

Golf Club*. 


One of the interesting results of the 


growing demand for olnba of all kinds 
is the effort on the part of makers to 
procure woods which are best suited for 
the jealous exactions of the game. In 
Scotland beech and hornbeam have been 
nsed from time immemorial, bnt over 
here these varieties have largely given 
place to dogwood and hickory. The dog- 
wood serves for the head of the club 
and the hickory for the shaft. Even in 
Scotland the American products are 
said to be largely supplanting those of 
home manufacture, and large importa- 
tions of the roughly hewn blocks are 
now sent abroad, to be shaped and fash- 
ioned by home labor. The best dogwood 
comes from Virginia, while much of 
the hickory used is got from New Jer- 
sey and this state. Experiments have 
been made with apple wood, and they 
bave been more or less successful. In 
fact, a carefully selected piece of apple 
wood is eaid to possess strong merits, 
but as a rule it has proved too uneven 
and knotty for successful results. Not 
long ago several makers endeavored to 
employ ash, but this, too, was found 
unsafe on account of its variable quali- 
ties. Green heart, a wood that is obtain- 
ed in the West Indies, bas been tried 
for shafts, but it lacks the suppleness 
necessary for a good club, and 'most 
makers have abandoned it A good wood 
for heads is persimmon, which is got in 
Virginia, but the superiority of dog- 
wood for this part of the club is so 
marked thai its use is now almost uni- 
versal.—Nnw York Tribune.

Patriotism of New Yorkers Exemplified In 


Many Ways—laberalUy of Builueu Men. 
Ten* of Thousands of Dollar* Expended. 
French Volunteer*—Mill* Hotel Recruit*. 


NEW YORK, May 7. —[Special.]—It 


wouldn't be correct to say that any one in 
this town regrets the good work done at 
Manilla by Commodore Dowoy unless it 
be an occasional Spaniard or an ultra 
peace at any price chap here and there, but 
it ia true that there are some thousands of 
New Yorkers who feel pretty blue at the 
present prospect of a speedy termination of 
the war. 
•*• 


These are the men who have responded 


with such splendid patriotism to Uncle 
Sam's first call for volunteers, "Bt are not 
likely after all to have a chance at the 
fighting. 
All told more than 12,600 men 


have volunteered for military service here, 
and if, as seems probable, only those mak- 
ing up the two accepted regiments from 
Lafayette post are taken on, there will be 
a surplus of more than 10,000, not count- 
ing the thousands who enrolled themselves 
on the lists of William d'Hertburne Wash- 
ington's National Volunteer Reserves. The 
disgust of those bound to be left behind is 
intense. It is possible of course that a 
second call may be necessary later on and 
that then nearly all will have a chance, 
but this possibility is remote. 


Widespread Patriotism. 


The extent to which New York has dis- 


played its patriotism within the past few 
weeks is hardly understood, probably, even 
by New Yorkers themselves. Lafayette 
poat has enrolled about 7,000 men, or one 
regiment more than two brig-ides; the Old 
Guard has a brigade, three regiments; 
John Jacob Astor has nearly a full regi- 
ment of artillerymen, Tammany bas a 
regiment, the proposed Wall street regi- 
ment is nearly full, and William Astor 
Chanler had almost a full regiment in 
band when he got tired of waiting and 
with three or four friends started south on 
his own hook, intending to go to Cuba 
and join forces with Gomez, BO as to take a 
personal hand in the fight whether or no. 


Of course the recruiting of all these men 


bas coat a pretty penny. There are not 
sufficient data at hand or likely to be ac- 
cumulated for an accurate computation of 
the total expense, bnt it must run well tip 
into the tens of thousands in cold cash, to 
eay nothing of the money value of the 
time expended. 


Probably John Jacob Astorand William 


Aefcor Cbanler have spent more money 
than any other two individuals, since 
their offers to the government included 
equipping as well as raising troops, but 
the expenditures of some individual mem- 
bers of Lafayette post have been well 
worth considering. Cornelius N. Bliss 
offered the cloth for -uniforming one regi- 
ment of Lafayette's volunteers, and an- 
other member of the post announced him- 
self ready to make up the uniforms. I 
have no definite knowledge as to how 
much these uniforms will cost completed, 
but their donors must surely stand to pay 
out $10,000 or more between them. 


I»fayette Fost's Expenses. 


The drafting in of two regiments from 


the Lafayette recruits to take the place of 
national guards creates a demand for just 
twice as many uniforms as these two pa- 
triotic members are ready to give, and of 
course the post itself must furnish them. 
In addition to the cost of the uniforms the 
post must have been at no small expense 
in keeping 1,« 31 recruiting stations open 
for a week or ten'days. 


It is true that some of the stations were 


in charge of men who gave their services, 
but this was not. an invariable rule, and 
there were clerical and other expenses at 
every station. No money had to be paid 
out for rent, convenient but unoccupied 
quarters, the use of which was donated by 
the owners, having been found in every 
instance. The handsome headquarters at 
856 Broadway ware opened free of cost by 
one of the big .insurance companies, and 
the furniture and fittings were contributed 
by a wholesale furniture dealer. 


The expenses for printing, however, 


were heavy, and so were the bills for flags 
and bunting, but many other expenses 
bate been much smaller tban was expected 
through the liberality and patriotism of 
various business men. In the matter of 
sign painting, for instance, the post gave 
out two or three orders to a well known 
firm, and the work was promptly done in 
the beat style, but when invoices were 
called for the sign painters sent a receipted 
bill and expressed regret that they could 
not show their devotion to the cause by 
doing twice as much work without com- 
pensation. 


The Old Guard must have epsnt a good 


deal, too, but the Old Guard stations were 
not so numerous and their plan did not 
include uniforming the men. 


Drilling Anyhow. 


Some of the organizations formed di- 


reotly after the issuing of the first call 
have now disbanded, but not all. In some 
instances those still organized bave gone 
ahead with regular drill exactly as if they 
were to go to the front without delay. 
Lafayette post's men have been drilled 
afternoons and evenings for some time now 
in a big building once used for a furniture 
warehouse. Their work has been thor- 
ough, and the majority of the men have 
attacked the problem before them not only 
with persistence, but with so much intel- 
ligence that few ''awkward squads" are 
now in evidence. 


Among the most interesting of all the 


volunteer organizations here are two com- 
panies made up almost wholly of French- 
men. 
Many of them know little English— 


in fact, some do not speak the language 
at. all—but every man Jack of them is as 
eager to fight tho Spaniards as any Yankee 
born patriot that ever drew breath. Like 
the others, they are drilling industriously, 
officers as well as men being French and 
the orders all being given in thct tongue. 
How they will manage to understand 
English spoken orders in the field is a 
question that time alone can solve, bnt 
there should bo no question whatever con- 
cerning their cuisine, since there are more 
oooka among them than men of any other 
occupation. 


Fnll returns of the number enlisted at 


all the stations bave not yet been made, of 
course, bnt it ia understood that more 
names were enrolled at Mills Hotel No. 1 
tban any other single station. The regu* 
lar habitues of that caravansary fairly 
tumbled over one another in tbelr eager* 
ness to got their names down, and, as an 
attendant put it, "Mr. Mills would havo 
been obliged to go out of the hotel busi- 
ness altogether if the station bad been 
kept open many days longer." 
Bat it must be admitted that the Mills 


hoteltrcoralts were not quite up to the 
standard, either mentally or physically.

Boston Athletic Aasoclatlon's Plan to Hold 


a Series of lutergobolaatic Race*. 


New York rowing clubs wishing to 


build up their membership oan obtain a 
good recruiting idea from Boston, where 
the Boston Athletic association baa 
adopted a most excellent plan. It was 
decided to hold a series of intersoholas- 
tic rowing races, and plenty of coach- 
hag material was promised by the mem- 
bers, and the boys entered heartily into 
the plan, I* is believed that many of 
the youngsters will become first -slags 
oarsmen. Of course Harvard is expected 
to secure most of these youusters when 
they have completed their preparatory 
school courses, bnt such as go to other 
colleges will be found useful there. 


Invitations were Kent to the athletic 


associations of the largest schools in and 
about Boston to pick out eights and 
place them in charge of the athletic as- 
sociation trainers, and eight schools re- 
sponded.

The walls 
of the canyon from top to bottom burn 
in a perfect glory of color, confounding 
and dazzling when the son is shining— 
white, yellow, green", blue, vermilion 
and various other shades of red indefi- 
nitely blinding.

Millions of 
tons of it lie in eight, exposed to wind 
and weather as if of no account, yet 
marvelooely fresh and bright, fast col- 
ors not to be washed out or bleached 
oat hj either sunshine qr gfconns.

The latest manosuver or the Spanish 


Cape de Verde fleet adds strength to the 
conviction that when Spain gets ready to 
si'ike she frill strike with the masse' 
strength of her entire nayy. The flee 
that put out of St. Vincent several da' 
ago has returned to port, but at Cad 
where another fleet is fitting out. Tb 
two combined fleets will present the moat 
formidable fighting armada that Spain 
can concentrate. It is evidently the in- 
tention to make this union of the two 
fleets a permanent one. 


But what will be the line of movement 


after the combined fleet is ready for 
sea ? Will it come across the -Atlantic 
far from a base of supplies, to drive 
our squadrons out of Cuban waters ? It is 
unlikely. Whatever confidence 
might 


nave inspired the Spanish naval com- 
manders before the battle of Manila was 
1 ought, it must be greatly modified now. 
They will not court an engagement that 
does not average up fairly in the way of 
natural advantages. 
They arc not going 


to go into battle on purpose to be whipped. 


Naturally enough it must be expected 


that if we are to fight the Spanish armada 
at all we must go over where it is; if it 
will not come to us we must go to it. That 
alternative will [make it necessary for us 
to concentrate all our available warships 
in one big squadron to send it across the 
sea to fight the enemy in his own waters. 
That would give the world a thrilling 
spectacle and embellish history with a 
naval battle /oyal. It would also deter- 
mine the issue decisively and definitely.

Effect of His1 Splendid Triumpn 


In Washington. 


HAILED WITH JOYFUL ACCLADL 


Oar Army Also Believed to Be Vastly Su- 


perior to Spain's—Weakness of the Span- 
ish Military System—How tbe President 
Deceived the News From Manilla. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—[Special.]—Ad- 


miral Dowey's victory at Manilla produced 
a great effect bere. Although there had 
icon no lack of confidence in tho ultimata 
iriumph of American arms in tho struggle 
with Spain, when the news of tbe victory 
oame it was hailod with acclaim by offi- 
cials of every grade. It was regarded as 
ndlcatlng some most important factors of 
she situation. One of those is that Ameri- 
can gunnery and naval tactics aro surely 
superior to thot>u of Spain. It will bo ro- 
memberfcd by readers of these dispatches 
;bat I some timo ago pointed this out as 
one of the reasons why tbo Americans 
•would be sure to whip the Spaniards. 
Confirmation of that view, which was giv- 
en upon tho authority of naval experts, 
has come very suddenly. Tho first engage- 
ments of tbe war have demonstrated its 
accuracy. Not only at Manilla, but at 
lilatanzas and in every skirmish between 
tbe contending forces, have tho Americans 
shown superior skill and management. 


\Vhat is true oi the caval forces is true 


without question of the military arras of 
tbo two nations. As soon as a serious col- 
lision comes between tho armies of Spain 
and the United States it will be found than 
the soldiers of the latter country are very 
much the superior of those of tho former 
in marksmanship, in care of guns and 
equipment, in discipline and morale. It is 
not meant by this that the soldiers of 
Spain aro utterly worthless. Far from it 
The Spaniards are a fighting people, as 
history shows, and our most oonsorvath u 
military men agree that if tho troops which 
Spain now has in Cuba were led by able 
men and by bonest and courageous men 
who knew how to train their men and pel 
the best out of them, they would put up 
a severe fight against the United States as 
goon as tho occasion arises.

But what is to be said of an army in 


which there is such a vast gulf betvs een . 
officers and privates that no emergency is 
ever permitted to bridge it; where the 
commissioned officers taka no interest 
whatever in their men, their physical con- 
dition or tho state of their arms and equip- 
ment; where guns are allowed to become 
rusty for lack of care; where the soldiers 
are so little trained that In an engagement 
half of them point their weapons in the 
air, and ifc Is believed many of them shut 
their eyes before pulling the trigger; 
wbere organization of hospital corps, com- 
missary trains, camp outfit, everything 
pertaining to the ramifications of an army 
excepting only those things which make 
for the comfort of tb,e officers is neglected 
day after day and month after month? 
"What can be expected of an army that is 
poorly fed and that has not been paid for 
nine months? 


It has been suggested by members of 


tbe diplomatic corps who know Spanish 
character that the secret of Spain's rapid 
decline among tbe nations of the earth is 
found in this very fact. Neither her civil 
nor hor military affairs are administered 
with the energy, honesty and skill which 
characterize tbe public administrations of 
America, of Great Britain, of Germany, 
of France and Russia. The Spaniard as 
a man of affairs Is successful only iu a 
private «jpacity when guarding his own. 
Be is a failure in public service, and even 
in corporate activity be is not a shining 
light. Many of the largest corporations 
in Spain are of foreign organization, cap- 
ital, officers and managers. It has been 
found that in order to secure honest and 
effective administration of affairs it is 
necessary to employ Englishmen, Germans 
or Frenchmen. This does not mean that 
all Spaniards are dishonest or Incapable, 
but they have not the adaptability to or- 
ganization, fidelity and executive work 
that characterize the Anglo-Saxons. 


I am told that President MoKinley was 


the happiest man la Washington when the 
news came of the victory at Manilla. Of 
course it is no secret that tbe president 
went Into tbe war reluctantly and with 
many misgivings. Once in it bis greatest 
desire was to secure results that would 
make for peace with the smallest possible 
loss of life on either side. When Admiral 
Dewey's fleet destroyed the enemy's ships 
at Manilla, the president in common with 
many other publio men here concluded a 
great and not very costly step toward 
peace bad been taken. 


Manilla Made MoKinley Laugh. 


"I was at the White House when the 


news from Manilla reached tbe president," 
said one senator to me, "and on that occa- 
sion, for the first time In several weeks, I 
heard a hearty laugh from tbe president's 
lips. His face showed what a relief the 
news was to him. Ever since the tidings 
of the victory oame be has been a different 
man. I suppose yon know that for a cou- 
ple of weeks, while the crisis was at it* 
height, Mr. McKlnley was pretty nsai'ly 
worn out. He could not sleep, and ability 
to sleep under tbe most trying circum- 
stances and thus to regain his strength, 
has always been bis strong point. I have 
known him for many years, and I oaii re- 
member a number of occasions when he 
would retire to bod while every one around 
him was wildly excited and in a few nain- 
utos be fast asleep.

After nine 
centuries a discrepancy In tho keeping of 
Easter was caused b/the authorities of the 
English church declining to adopt tbe ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar in 
168a. Tbo difference was settled In 1783 
by the adoption of tbe rule which makes 
Baiter day always the first Sunday .after 
tbe full moon which appears on or next 
after the twenty-first day of March. If the 
lull moon happens upon a Sunday, Easter 
is the Sunday after.—Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

To THE EDITOR OF THE TRANSCRIPT— 


On Wednesday I paid a short visit to 
Camp Black at Hempstead, Long Island, 
where are encamped abont 9,000 New 
York National Guards. Tha camp i» in 
a barren field of great slza, level and 
destitute of trees or grass, the soil a black 
muck underlaid by sand, always dry. The 
location, barring the lack of water soon to 
be supplied, is an ideal one. 


After considerable inquiry 1 found the 


32nd Separate company In which I was 
especially interested, at the extreme right 
of the cau.^,- which extends from east to 
West two and one-halt miles. The boys 
reached camp Monday afternoon in a 
lively rain storm. 
Tents were pitched, 


straw distributed in very limited fork- 
fuls and the damp soldiers were soon en- 
joying "all the comforts of home," as 
things go on the tented field. I found 
Corporal Hugh Blaokintoa exercising his 
technical knowledge of the use of needle 
and thread in sewing np some brown 
cotton bags about a foot square for pillow 
cases. Tha field was alive with awkward 
squads being dnlled in marching, dress- 
Ing and evoluting. 


The '-grub" question is so far somewhat 


in the air. The state of New York has 
not yet quite riaen to a full appreciation 
of the capacities of 9000 hearty, hungry 
men and the supplies of tinned meats and 
potatoes are not up to demand.

Ghazi Osman will al- 
ways be the idol of the army in Turkey, ] 
and with him for a faithful friend, 
bound by such close family ties, the sul- 
tan is measurably safe so far as the 
watchfulness and devotion of Ghazi OS- 
man can compass it. It has been assert- 
ed that the sultan, after the fall of 
Plevna, wishing to show his noble gen- 
eral special honor, betrothed his two 
daughters, then just born, to Osman's 
:wo sons, but it should be remembered 
;hat Abdul Aziz was sultan then. Os- 
man Pasha has one more sou, but he ia 
almost an-idiot, which in that country 
s the cause of his being treated with 
the utmost tenderness and solicitation 
as one of Ood's own children. 


A Turkish wedding even in ordinary 


ranks is a complex affair. In the im- 
perial family it is far more so and it 
lasts eight days. -The first is when tha 
sheik-ul-islaca blesses the pair and asks 
;hem if they consent to the marriage. 
The bride is in one room and the groom 
in another, the sheik standing in the 
doorway. The shereefs, who represent 
the ruling / family at Mecca, and the 
head ulemas arapreeent, but only in the 
selamlik or men's apartments at the 
palace of Yildiz. Prayers and a little 
advice are offered for the benefit of the 
young couple. There is no service before 
an altar nor in-a mosque. After the 
recent wedding state dinners were given 
for one week, the last ending in general 
jollification. This was for the civil and 
military functionaries and officers of 
the government. The second was for the 
foreign diplomats, ambassadors and 
their suits. On the evening after the 
last dinner, which was to the personal 
young friends of the groom, the hus- 
band beholds the face of his bride for 
the first time. At no time are there any 
women present at the dinners where 
there are men. During the time these 
public fetes are taking place there is a 
succession of ceremonies and functions 
in the harem. Money is spent like wa- 
ter. The poor receive abundant gifts. 
The bride's mother, be she peasant or 
sultana, J£ the principal figure at a 
Turkish wedding. The'bride is a little 
shy lay figure dressed in the most,fan- 
tastic array and covered with jewels 
and painted as thickly as red and white 
can be laid on. She is seated on a 
thronelike chair, where she sits silent 
and weary all those days and watchea 
her girl friends and her married friends 
eat and drink and smoke. She is uot ex- 
pected to want to eat. Her role is to 
look lovely and be silent. 


The last day she partakes of a leg of 


mutton, which signifies that ehe has 
done with the sweetmeats of life and 
now must take up with a humdrum 
married existence. A dowry is not ex- 
acted from the bride in a Turkish mar- 
riage, but generally it is a matter of 
pride to send a retinue of slaves and 
servants behind the carriage or sedan 
chair when she leaves her home for that 
of her father-in-law, for as a general 
rule the young couple go to bis home. 
Trays filled with rich stuffs and jewels 
are carried on the heads of the servants

The greatest danger to be encounter- 


ed by ball players who train in a cold 
climate is due to perspiration. By the 
violent exertion necessary to play the 
game the men perspire freely v?bile clad 
in heavy sweaters and flannels, but be- 
fore they can get to their training quar- 
ters the perspiration dries and their 
muscles and joints stiffen, so that they 
either have to take hot baths to open 
the pores again or are subjected to hard 
rubbing and massage. Players who be- 
gin spring training in southern cities, 
where they encounter warm weather, 
are able to work unusually hard because 
they are not subjected to chills due to 
wintry blasts. Still they take care not 
to overexert themselves, because they 
might happen to throw their arms out, 
never to regain the use of them on the 
ballfield. There are two places in a ball 
player's throwing arm that must be 
particularly well protected, the elbow 
and the shoulder. A player who feels 
stiffness or soreness in either place gen 
erally gives way to apprehension. The 
elbow, if injured, may sometimes be 
permanently cured, but as a rule it is a 
hard thing to free from a strain. The 
shoulder, however, when wrenched or 
bound, almost always pats a player out 
of the business. When Meekin develop- 
ed a lame arm two years ago, there was 
a feeling that he would never be able to 
pitch again, but when he said that the 
pains were exclusively in the forearm, 
just above the wrisfe, veteran players 
predicted that he would come arottnc 
all right. Buck Swing's celebrated 
"glass arm" was simply a case of being 
shoulder bound, due to a wrench whioi 
snapped a tendon somewhere on top of 
the shoulder and extending over the 
blade. Keefe gave up pitching not be- 
cause of any particular injury to his 
arm, bat for the reason that his "wing" 
gradually wore out from long service in 
the box. Even now Si; Timothy can get 
out on the field and pitch all of the 
curves with a reasonable amount of 
speed, but if he should attempt to do 
the work of some of the regular Leaguers 
he would breakdown.—Hew York Sun.

COMFORT JONES, 


Doctor of Cookery. 


"We have now reached the time when 


We must consider the next course in our 
dinner, and will treat of the meats. 
Usually, .among cooks, meats are divid- 
ed into three classes, and known as 
"Releves, Entrees and Roasts." The 
former name is applied to large pieces 
of meat only, roasted or baked and al- 
ways served entire. 
This course only 


appears at great dinners, and does not 
call for further attention at this time. 
The entrees include meats, carved, as a 
rule, before being cooked, broiled, roast- 
ed, bated, boiled or stewed, are always 
served with a sauce and some vegetable 
or vegetables as a garnish. Entiees are 
essentially family dishes, and can be 
eaten by almost any family, because of- 
ten cheaply prepared, although they al- 
ways form a part of every set dinner. 
You all know what roasts are: how they 
fill a place after the entrees on a bill of 
fare. 


I suppose you never would forgive me 


If I did not give you at the very outset 
my way of cooking tenderloiii^f beef, 
with mushrooms, because everybody 
seems to think the dish an essential to 
a good dinner. Now, without wishing to 
flestroy any of your idols, let me say 
that the tenderloin is the dryest and 
most tasteless piece of beef you can buy, 
and is only extra good when larded, or 
saturated with butter, and served with 
a sauce that adds to it essentially. For 
this reason, tenderloin, with mushrooms, 
small peas or something else, almost al- 
ways appears, but seldom tenderloin 
alone, standing- upon its own merits. 


Tenderloin may be cooked entire or cut 


into fillets. If cooked entire it must b« 
well covered with slices of fat, salt pork 
or bacon, but otherwise I prefer to keep 
It dry. Indeed, as a general rule, people 
too often steam a piece of beef which 
they really intend to roast. No matter 
•what kind of beef you have, put it In a 
pan, the bottom of which has been well 
sprinkled vith flour, and in no case add 
flour, saft, pepper or water to the meat. 
Salt and other seasoning causes the 
Juices to escape, and they, collecting in 
the bottom of the pan, create a steam 
that spoils your roast. Another thing 
in general: .have your oven hot when 
the roast is put in, so that it will be im- 
mediately seared over. 


But I prefer tenderloin in fillets, and 


it suggest you try the following: Slice 
th« tenderloin about one inch thick, 
(place it In a shallow stewpan or frying 
pan, with three tableepoonf uls of butter, 
and brown for five or ten minutes; then, 
removing to a dish, place in a. warm, not 
|hot, place. Now add to the pan one-half 
can of njushroems (sliced), with their 
own juice, one tablespoonful flour; let 
brown awhile and pour over the steak. 


If you prefer to roast the tenderloin, 


you may do so in the manner suggested 
labove, and make the sauce by the ad- 
dition of flour an<3 mushrooms, just as 
you do when cooking the fillets. If tha 
sauce' is not sufficiently brown, use car- 
amel, as suggested in one of my first 


j letters for coloring soup stock. 


With your tendsrloin ,you will want 


gome other dish, and why not have 
stuffed tomatoes. Try this recipe for 
preparing them: 


Six tomatoes, twelve mushrooms, one 


tablespoonful of chopped parsley, two 
tablespoonfuls bread crumbs, half cup- 
ful finely chopped cooked chicken, salt 
and pepper to taste; the tomatoes should 
be goor'-s.zecl, fully ripe and solid; re- 
move L. small circular piece from the top 
tof each and take out the-seeds carefully 
so as not to spoil the shape or firmness 
of the tomatoes; cut the mushrooms in 
pieces with a silver knife, mix with 
chicken; add the other ingredients; mix 
weH; fill tomatoes. 


In my next I will give you more re- 


cipes for entrees and less general sug- 
gestions.

My Dear Kate: 
Tour letter is only the repetition ot 


many othrrs which I have received late- 
ly as to the healthful food for children. 
One mother said: "I am told that chil- 
dren can digest anything, but I do not 
believe it." And why should she? 


Now, the first and most important of 


all things is to see that a child does not 
eat his food hastily, but masticates the 
food thoroughly and leisurely. For the 
little ones, and even up to the early 
school days.the food should be of the sim- 
plest nature. The old-fashioned bread 
and milk supper is still the best, and for 
the breakfast milk again, with any of the 
different kinds ot cereals, with toasted 
bread, eggs and plenty of pure water. 
This last is a very important factor in 
,the health of children. Pish, chicken, 
underdone beef, lamb, roasted or boiled 
and cut in small pieces, stewed fruits, 
baked or mashed potatoes (no fried 
ones), green vegetables, like spinach, 
peas, beans, cauliflower, maccaroni, 
cooked plain, and gelatine desserts. 
Avoid highly seasoned foods, strong 
pickles, sweets and rich food of any 
kind. 
A nurse in a children's hospital was 


discussing the subject of children's food 
with me the other day, and gave me 
these simple bills of fare, which she said 
should be the model by which all mealg

Actual War Causes Peculiar 


Sensations at the rfub. 


Before De-trey's Victory Present Trouble 


Seemed Like a Dream—People Restive 
Under Restraint—War Fakirs as Well 
M Politic*! Fakirs—Ships Leave Fort 
Armed For Trouble—Passenger I4nes 
Suffer by the War Scare—Belie of the 
BeTolntlon Found — Liquor Incenses. 
Popular Concert*—Carl Zerrahn's Fare- 
well—Dramatic and Personal. 


Actual -war, -with neivs of victory at 


Manila by'Commodore Dewey, filled 
Boston with peculiar sensations the 
present week. 
The bombardment of 


Matanzas was a foretaste of the more 
decided action at the Philippine islands, 
but up to the time of the latter enguse- 
ment, the war had appeared more like a 
dream than a reality. We said there 
was a war, had shivered at the thought 
cf bombardment of Boston by a phan- 
tom Spanish fleet.but It was like a night- 
mare. 
Everybody was stirred, and up 


to the fighting pitch, but there was lit- 
tle that looked like real fighting. Dew- 
ey's victory was an eye-opener, as it 
rwere. 
It told everybody that Spain 


could fight and would not surrender if 
defeated on the sea, awoke people to the 
fact that the Doiis, if poor, were desper- 
ate, and that we must expect something 
wore than a Tiloodless war if we would 
free Cuba from Spanish rule. 
* * * 


At the same time, it created the iia- 


pression that Spain was poorly pre- 
pared to meet a nation like the United 
States, and that the war would prob- 
ably be a short one, if the vigorous poli- 
cy started by our fleet in the Pacific ia 
adopted in the Atlantic. The patriotic 
feeling that haa been aroused, which 
causes our city to be decorated with flags 
and bunting, starts a storm of applause 
at the utterance of patriotic sentiments 
or the singing of patriotic music in our 
theaters an^ fills our streets near the 
bulletin, boards with cheering thou- 
sands, is restive under, restraint. 
It 


leads men to criticise the authorities at 
"Washington and calls for a short, sharp, 
decisive campaign in Cuba, It would 
bombard Havana, destroy Blanco's 
army and, if necessary, invade Spain.

This feeling is made stronger by the 


men who, perhaps, with the best of mo- 
tives, are enlisting volunteers by regi- 
ments and shouting: themselves hoarse 
in the alleged desire to attract offlcia 
1 


attention and secure a place for their 
men at the. front. Now, there are war 
fakirs, just as there are political and 
other fakirs, men who jump at every 
chance to securfe notoriety and gaii. 
jromlaence. Some of these men would, 
no doubt, go to the front If they had a 
chance, but more of them are of that 
calibre that you could not get them on 
*b a field of danger without they were 
dragged there, or threatened with death 
If they turned back. 
As barking dogs 


•eldom bite, ao ioud talking men seldom 
approach known danger. 
The only 


»n«my they allow near them is the noise 
they themselves make. 


Down In the hart>or, in tEe very nature 


»f things, the war talk has been more 
f enerally heard. During- the recent in- 
clement weather the harbor was tilled 
with merchantmen and coasting vessels, 
and the chances of Spanish warships 
making a descent upon our shores and 
gobbling up our sailing- vessels were 
canvassed by both officers an$ men. As 
a result during their enforced stay here 
mogt of the skippers thought it best to 
gret aboard their craft some sort of flre- 
ar»is for personal defense in case of a 
hold-up by any Spanish crew. The sail- 
ors have made up tfielr minds to give up 
themselves and boats only after a hard 
fight. Very few of the men have gone 
to sea without a. revolver in their hip 
pockets. And on snmo of t]io i-oa.EUr.'" 
schooners guns have been placed. This 
applies to botfc flsfiermen and trading 
•raft. Orders have been issued to all 
skippers leaving port to keep a sharp 
lookout for auspicious-looking craft, and 
If possible, report It. 


Many ships still remain In the harbor, 
•nd the delay continues to worry the 
•kippers 
almost beyond endurance. 


Borne are detained because their owners 
Will not risk their craft Being captured 
on the high sea, while many others Hnd 
It better and cheaper to refuse charters 
than to accept them, and so keep their 
boats laid up.

All of the passenger lines running out 


of this city are feeling the effects of the 
war scare.

In- 
stead of carrying- on every trip from 100 
to 200 passengers, they are only carrying 
a score or so, notwithstanding that this 
Is the season when travel shovild be in- 
creasing. It appears that the travel to 
this city is even lighter than that going 
the other way, which is explained by 
the statement made by one of the officers 
of the line, who declares that there is a 
genuine scare in Portland, not only re- 
garding Spanish cruisers, but also a 
wholesome fear of harbor mines, and 
the possibility of disaster to incoming 
or outgoing vessels.

The walls are made of the finest forged steel to 
resist the enormous air pressure. Compressed air is tha motive power. This is 
contained within the air flask, a hollow forged steel cylinder nearly half as 
long as the torpedo, and the pressure attained is 1,850 pounds to the square 
inch.

The Regulars, thd National Guard and tho 


Recently Authorized Volunteers. 


When peace reigns, the army of tha 


United States consists of 25,000 regular 
troops and the organized militia and 
national guard of the various states. In 
all the^a are 10,000,000 men available 
for military duty. At present the army 
consists of about 27,000 regulars and 
80,000 volunteers. The regular army of 
the .United States consists of 25 regi- 
ments of infantry, 10 regiments of cav- 
alry, 7 regiments of artillery and a bat- 
talion of engineer soldiers, .the total 
number of enlisted men not to esoeed 
about 27,000. It is also provided with 
a corps of adjutant generals, of inspector 
generals, of quartermasters, of subsist 
enoe, of engineers and of ordnance, a 
medical corps, a pcrps of paymasters, a 
chief signal officer, a bureau of mili- 
tary justice, a number of chaplains, a 
force of Indian scouts, the officers on 
the retired list and the professors and 
cadets of the United States Military 
academy. In command of these are nine 
general officers—viz, three major gen- 
erals and six brigadier generals. 


The constitution of the United States 


has give.n the power to oousress to pro- 
vide for'calling "forth tbjPtmlitia to 
execute the lawn of the Union, suppress 
insurrections and repel invasions." 
Ccusress, by legislation, has given the 
president the authority to call forth the 
ruihtia under certain exigencies, as haa 
hoc.i frequently done. When called into 
actual service of the United States, the 
suilitia receive pay from the government 
and are subject to the rules and articles 
of war. The militia is therefore a part 
and parcel of the army of the United 
States, although in common use tha 
term is limited to mean the regular 
army alone. There is another class of 
troops not belonging to the regular army 
nor to the militia which has been 
raised by congress and employed by the 
government. These troops are known as 
"volunteers," and must not be con- 
founded with tho militia formed into 
volunteer companies. When a sudden 
emergppr 
rlemands, these volunteers 


are em; ' 
o-i by authority of congress. 


Tbes.. 
. .-ijizations, when received 


into actual service, are arranged into 
brigades and divisions by the United 
States officers and are commanded by 
general officers Vf ho, with their staff of- 
ficers, receive their appointments from 
the United States. This makes an es- 
sential difference between them and the 
militia. Anal although these organiza- 
tions assume the names of the states in 
which they volunteered for service, they 
are truly United States troops and not 
state troops, nor militia. They ate 
troops raised by congress, and the oom- 
[>any and regimental officers are ap- 
pointed by tho governors of states.
